SKETCH KAP OP THE CITY OF PEKING, CHINA. 


I^ o n ri. 


The city of Peklnsr Is In two sections, 
known as the Tatar and Chinese cities. 
The former, taking itH name from the 
Tatars who conquered northern China 
in the seventeenth century, 
Is 
nearly 
square and Is surrounded by a wall which 
is over 14 miles lonsr. 
Tho Chinese city 
was orlslnally a suburb and was inclosed 
In walls In the sixteenth century. 
This 
Is rectantfular In shape, the walls some­ 
what lower than those of the other city 
and measuring ten miles in length. 
In 
the heart of .the Tatar city Is the inclo- 
sure known as the “Forbidden City,” the 
home of the emperor, to which no for­ 
eigners are admitted. Around the “For­ 
bidden City” is a large Inclosure known 
ts. the imperial city, also having high 
walls and gates. Foreigners are allowed 
to pass freely through this section of the 
city. Three lakes are included in the In- 
closure which in winter time are used 
for skating parties by the imperial house­ 
hold. 


Numerous temples adorn the two sec­ 
tions of the city, representing Buddhism, 
Confucianism, Mohammedanism and tho 
large number of Idols worshiped by the 
Chinese. 
There Is no foreign concession 
In Peking, but the legations are situated 
near together In the southern part of the 
Tatar city. 
They were originally fine 
Chinese residences, but have been rebuilt 
to suit the tastes of their present occu­ 
pants. 
The Roman Catholics 
erected 
three cathedrals, but have been forced 
to abandon one, as it was located too 
near the Imperial palace. 


In the accompanying sketch map the 
two Presbyterian missions are designated 
by P.; the Catholic by R. C.; the Meth­ 
odist by M.; the Society of Propagation 
of the Gospel by S. P. G.; American boRrd 
of commissioners for foreign missions by 
A. The missionaries are supposed to be 
gathered at -the Methodist mission, which 
Is near the legations.

prisons and the sick at their homes, 
taking needed delicaces and always 
flowers. 


For a long time there had been no 
definite plans for floral distribution, 
but needs and work had so increased 
that the W. C. T. union, with Miss 
Jennie Cassady saw the 'necessity of 
having some definite plan and director 
for a flower mission In our city. We 
often met at Miss Cassady’s home taking 
for her some little token of choice 
flowers, evincing for her our esteem 
and love. She was then elected presi 
dent of flower missions. The Jennie 
Cassady Infirmary in Louisville was 
her work. How full of instruction and 
inspiration too, for all who know that 
a woman who could neither walk or 
sit, but had been confined to her couch 
since her early youth, yet had largely 
set in operation much that had caused 
hospitals, prisons, and homes of the 
poor and suffering, to be brightened b 
her generous gifts, kind words an 
beautiful flowers. 


Miss Frances Willard always advised 
the distribution of flowers whenever 
possible, in connection with temper 
ance work. Also many gifted saintly 
women, I knew some of whom have 
passed long since from mortal life, but 
their beautiful and instructive conver 
sation have lingered with me and given 
me inspiration and comfort to the 
present hour. There is something 
comforting and inspiring to the siorta 
mind, that during your life, no matter 
how long past you can number among 
vour friends, some gifted earnest ones 
in which their lives were spent in 
doing good, in the various phases 
usefulness. Two of those are known to 
many of the present day, Miss Frances 
Willard of Evanston, III. and Mis^ 
Jennie Cassady of Louisville, Ken 
tucky. 


It is with no little comfort and pleas 
ure that I recall the hours spent in the 
company of those gifted 
and now 
saintly women, and the earnest and 
impressive manner of both In express 
ing their ideas on important subjects 
and though neither of them would be 
marked as eloquent speakers, yet we 
felt that few men or wonaen either 
could speak like them. 
Great and 
lasting was their Influence with al 
around them, high and low, rich and 
poor, even to the present day. 


It is not the classic or well arrangea 
speeches of learned length that are the 
most effective, but earnest, simple 
words 
from 
sympathizing, 
loving 
hearts are far more effective and last 
ing—are seldom forgotten. The most 
resistless eloquence is born of the 
deepest feeling.

They became and continuée 
warm friends until death claimed one 
but they were not long separated 
Both these saintly women are together 
again now, enjoying the 
promisee 
blessiag to those whose lives were 
spent in doing good and where ther 
is never failing youth and health.

fought a battle with Gen. Botha at 
the end of which, though the British 
gained considerable ground, the Boers 
were not beaten. 


Rcarlii Fron •< Last* 


London, June 14^^Af ter a week’* al­ 
ien^ Lord iHoberta has been heard 
from, his line of communicatidhs hav­ 
ing been practically restored by/means 
of a complete victory gained by Gens. 
Methuen and Kitchener over Gen. De 
Wet at the Rhenoater river, Tjiiesday, 
June 12. 
The Boer camp Wiw cap­ 
tured and the burghers, it ia add<^, 
were scattered in all directions. 


Lord Roberts, on being fiotiflcd of 
the cutting of his line of comii^uiUca- 
tions, sent Gen. Kitchener in aU haste 
to Join Gen. Methuen. 
June 11 Lord 
Roberts attacked Gen. Botha, who was 
in strong force 15 miles scnitheast of 
Pretoria. After strenuous opposition 
the British iorcea gained consider 
able ground, but Gen. Bothai when 
Lord Roberts left the field, was still 
undefeated. 


All is quiet at Pretoria and Johan­ 
nesburg; Lord Roberts soys tfte gov 
ernment need have no apprehension 
about the security of the army in 
South Africa, as it will not take long 
to remedy the reverses and repair the 
railroad.

A lengthy dispatch forwarded.to the 
war office by Maj. Gen. Knox, from 
Krbl:>jfifetad, presumably sent there by 
!%es^^E|iger, reads as follows:' 


"icroonstad, June 12.—We h’kve been rC' 
quested^ to forward you from Lord Rob 
erts th^oIIowing<)fspatch from the Pretoria 
i^sideacy at 8:28 a. m., to-day: 'Pretoria, 
June 12.—Pretoria and Johahnesburff are 
perfectiy quiet and several of the In­ 
habitants have expressed gratitude tor 
the pea^e and order which prevail. 


" ^ t l i r surrendering the city Botha re 
tired to a place about 15 miles oast on the 
MlddlAurg road. He had a small force 
flrÄ but, during the last fev days, 
Ills riinnbers Increased, and his being ao 
aear 4h,e town kept up the excitement In 
the country, prevented the burghers from 
laying down thefr arms and Interfered 
with the collection of supplies. It there­ 
fore became necessary to attack him. 
This I did yesterday. 
He held a very 
strong position, practically unassailable 
In front, which enabled him to place the 
main portion of his troops on his flanks, 
which he knew from forjner experience 
were his vulnerable parts. I sent French 
ferlth porter's and Dixon’s cavalry brig­ 
ades, 'afid Hutton’s mounted Infantry 
round by our left and Ian Hamilton, 
with Broadwood and Gordon’s cavalry 
brigade, Ridley’s mounted Infantry and 
Bruce Hamilton’s infantry briij:ade round 
by our right. 
Both columns met with 
great opposition. At about three in the 
afternoon I saw two of Hamilton’s In­ 
fantry battalions advancing to what ap­ 
peared to be the key of the enemy’s de­ 
fense, on their left flank. T^hls was al­ 
most gained before dark, and I ordered 
th<5 force to bivouac on the ground they 
Wolf. 


" ^Pole-Carew, with his division, occu­ 
pied our center. 
“ ’As 1 hav'e explained, he could not a t­ 
tack, but he gradually advanced ao as to 
support Ian Hamilton, und when I left the 
ileid he was on the line held by the ene­ 
my’s ouU)ostH In the morning. 


“ *1 hiirrled back to get news of Me- 
thuen’y movement. On hearing that the 
Free Staters had taken advantage of our 
crossing the Vaal to Interrupt our line 
of communication I sent Kitchener with 
such troops as I could then spare to Ver 
(Vredefort) with order.s to push .south 
and communicate with Methuen, who, I 
know, hud a very compact force in the 
vicinity of Uellbron. 
I also dlsj)atehed 
a special messenger to Methuen, Instruct­ 
ing him to push on at all .si)eed to the 
I main line of railway. These two otllcers 
met at Vredeiort Road stutlon In the 
evening of June 10. They jnarehed yester­ 
day to RheuoHter river, where Methuen 
gained a complete victory over De Wet, 
and took posse.s.slon of his camp and 
scattered his troops in all directions. He 
and Kitchener marched to-day towards 
Kroonstad. 
“ ‘Her majesty’s government \^eed have 
no apprehension as to the security of the 
army In South Africa. The enemy gained 
a slight success, which was unfortunate, 
but which will be remedied very shortly, 
and It will not take long to repair the 
damage done to the railway. 
As these 
diversions are all in existence, I am now 
able to hold the line between this and 
Rhenoster in strength.”
